ver, and .tlicy, turning and finding I 
themselves without support, ran helter 
skelter down the reverse side of the 
hill. It was durin^f this assault that 
Assistant Surircon Gibbs was killed, 
lie was shot in the head in front of his 
own tent, the farthest point of attaek. 
He fell into the arms of Private 
.S\illivan and both dropped. A sec* I 
ond bullet threw dust in their 
faees. Hurffeon Gibbs lived ten min- 
utes, but did not regain consciousness. 

The sur^teons of the hospital corps 
then removed their quarters to the 
trenches about the old Spanish stock- 
ade north of the camp. The attacks 
were eontinued at intervals throug;h- 
out the rest of the niffht. with flrintf 
from small sijuads in various direc- 
tions. 

Toward mornin}r the fire slackened. 
Dawn is the favorite time for attack, 
and, as the east paled, the marines 
lyiujf on tlieir )^'uns were aroused. 
Some were actually asleep, as they hud 
no rest for 4S hours and tired nature 
eould no lontfer stand the strain. Kut 
no attaek came. 

Three new Pf-potind field guns, 
which could not be used during the 
night for fear of hitting our'own men, 
shelled several .squads of .stpaniurds 
after daylight. They dove into the 
hushes like prairie dogs into burrows 
as the shells broke over them in the 
gray dawu. As the correspond- 
ent talked with Maj. CiKitrell, who 
was in charge of the out- 
lasts, word came of the finding of the 
l)ody of St‘rgt. Smith, He was ' rc- 
portei^ as having l)oen killed at five 
o'clock on tiie previous day, but it ap- 
pears that he had been seeq alive at 
ten o'clwk in the evening. When and 
how he was killed nu 4 )nc knows at 
this writing. Xeither had the men 
been mustered nor had the outposts of 
Ideut. Neville and ShaA’ been relieved. 

l.ileut.-Col. Huntington and Maj. 
foekrell gave high praise to the nerve 
a^d steadiness of otiicers and men, es- 
pecially the young ones, ns the en- 
gagement was a baptism pf fire fpr a 
large majority. The men were in

up and all the drinking water uscil is 
'supplied from the fleet. The marines 
are well equipped for the campaign.

Camp McCalla, after the commander 
of the Marblehead, who is indefatiga- 
ble and has not removed his clothing 
since the bombardment.
